HE TEMPORARY ORGANIZATION. 

The Sontenl Committee metin the rooms of 
the Hendricks «Association, 1806 Olive 
street, and ooked over the cre- 
dentials from the different wards. 
Secretary Mullin of the Central Committee 
was kept away by sickness in his family and 
Thad Harris of the Twenty-cighth acted as 
Secretary, assisting Chairman Carlisle in 
making up a list of the delegates. After the 
list was made up the call was made on the 
wards that had not sent in their credentials. 
The Fourth Ward reported that there were no 
credentials and no report. The police capt- 
ured the boxes and the judges and no report 
was signed. Committman Dolan said that the 
Noonan judge had refused to make a report, 
but the other two judges were willing to sign 
one. They had been released and were down 
stairs. He was sent down to get their report, 
but did not return. The committee waited 
and did nothing for half an hour to give Dolan 
a chance to fix up the report. They sent mes- 
sengers to see if he could de found. He had 
said thattwo of the judges were just down 
stairs, but he evidently didn’t find them, for 
he disappeared altogether, and at last Chair- 
man Carlisie got tired waiting and announced 
that he would pass the Fourth War 

The selection of temporary officers did not 
take long. There was no consideration of 
candidates inthe meeting. The committee- 
men dropped out. When there was less than a 

uorum it was told confidentially that Dr. 

rank J. Lutz would be temporary chairman, 
and Thad Harris temporary secretary. The 
committeemen were then given the badges for 
the delegates from their wards,the creden- 
tials were returned to them, and the commit- 
tee, minus Dolan of the Fourth and its cre- 
dentials, adjourned to the hall, Chairman 
Carlisle announcing that if Dolan didn’t show 
up with a report no delegation from the 
Fourth would be seated.

The Committee on Credentials was not long 
in getting to work. Assoonas they reached 
the parlor the list of numbers was taken and 
Robert W. Goode, # Noenanite, was 
nominated and elected Temporary Chuir- 
man.

Committeeman Dolan did not present the 
credentials from the Fourth, because he said 
one of the judges (the Allen judge) had 
run away and would not sign them. 
The Noonan men claimed that they ought to 
goin and be recognized withthe signatures 
of two of the three judges. Dolan’s delega- 
tion was excluded and the Noonan delegation 
was seated. 

No credentials were presented from the 
Sixth except some signed by Noonan judges 
alone, and neither delegation was recognized. 
The committeemen ciosed the polis at 4 
o’clock and no credentials were issued except 
those which were signed by the Noonan 
judges alone. Afterthe hearing the Noonan 
delagation was seated on those credentials. 

The Eighth was contested because Michael 
Bushe, one of the judges, was arrested for 
Illegal voting, and the committeeman, it is 
alleged, instead of allowing five citizens to 
elect a judge appointed one. Bushe was bailed 
out and afew minutes afterward was found in 
a room back of the polis with a lot of folded 
and numbered ballots, several of which,. it is 


charged in the affidavit, he handed 
to one of the judges. After the polis 
closed some of the numbered ballots 


were found scattered about the floor and sev- 
eral of them were attached to the affidavit 
which was presented to the Committee on 
Credentia's. 

George Thorn, one of the Judges from the 
Eighth Ward. was called before the commit 
tee; when that ward was under investigation, 
and testified that Mike Long, another of the 
Judges stuffed the box. Charles Carrol made 
an affidavit that Thorn had told him that he 
8 had seen Long take Allen dallots 

rom his pocket, count outa number of them 
and put them tn the box. 

The affidavits from the Nineteenth charged 
that the judges who had charge of the boxes 
at Twenty-third and Market streets were 
drunk and were seen holding Noonan baliots 
in their hands and subsequently putting them 
in the pockets, while Allen ballots were sub- 
stituted and put in the box.

COLLECTOR SEXTON ENJOINED FROM GIV- 
ING A LICENSE TO JOHN L. GRAFF, 


The Court Holds That the Tax-Payers Did 
Not Know Where the Saloon Was to 
Be or by Whom Kept—The Opinion 
in Full— Graff May Get There still — 
History of the Case—Court Matters.

morning by Judge Withrow. The case is one 
of great local interest and has been watched 
attentively by a large number of people in the 
West End. As will be seen by the decision 
of the court, which is printed in 
full below, the Collectoris perpetually en- 
joined from issuinga license to Graff under 
the conditions of the petition involved. It 
will be remembered that Graff has been en- 
deavoring to get a license to open a saloon at 
4100 Olive street for nearly a year. Some 
months ago he made a tour ot the block on 
which this number is and failed to get a proper 
number of taxpayers to sign his petition. 
He then set to work to organize a ‘‘club’’ 
under the State law and succeeded in his 
efforts. The club was properly organized 
under the name of the Crescent Club, and 
Graff was installed as the manager of the 
club-house. This establishment has been in 
operation some time and liquors and spiritu- 
ous beverages are dispensed there at saloon 
rates to members of the Crescent. The 
club obtained a regular decree from the court 
for the opening of the house. After the place 
had been opened and began to receive and 
entertain those who were members 
of the club and their friends, 
the neighbors arose and protested 


that the house was no more or less than a 
saloon. Prominent among these was Mr. 
Ingalis. They could do nothing, however, 
as the manager of the ciab lived up to the 
contract and did not lay himself open to un 
charge. But Mr. Graff was not satisfied wit 
the club- house and recently set to work again 
to secure a license. He got the names of a 
number of the tax-payers on the biock on his 
petition and Collector Sexton was satisfied 
with it. Mr. Ingalls, however, brought suit 
tor an ua on February 25 last 
and the trial occupied two days. City Coun- 
selor Bell acted for the wy and Mr. Minor 
Merriwether appeared for Mr. Ingalis. Con 
siderable testimony was taken and the court 
took the case under advisement. Judge 
Withrow gave his decision to-day. It reads 
as follows 
JUDGE WITHROW’'S DECISION. 

This suit was instituted by plaintiff to ro- 
strain the defendant, as Collector, from issu- 
ing a dramshop license to John L. Graff to 
keep a saloon at the southwest corner of 
Olive and Sarah streets, in city Mock number 
8.911, without requiring said applicant 
(Graff) to file such 4 petition 
therefor as is required by law. 
The petitioner avers that be isa taxpaving 
citizen of the city of St. Louls and a resident 
ofsaid block. A temporary — t order 
was granted and the dcfendant filed his mo- 
tion to dissolve the injunction and dismies the 
suit. It ap ears from the evidence on the 
ith day o 
a petition in the Collector's office which was 
— by sixteen persons and reads as fol. 
ows: 

„Petition for a dram-shop license to the 
Collector of the city of St. Louis. 

»The undersigned assessed tax- paying citi- 
zens in biock number —., city of St. Louis, 
petition you to grant —— a license to keep 
a dramshop at number — street in said 
block for twelve month. The form of the 
petition was prepared and printed by the Col- 
lector for the use of the public. Some time 
after the 1 —— was so signed and filed, and 
witbout the knowledge or consent of the sign- 
ers, the two last spaces over their signatures 
were filled In by one of the deputies in the 
coliector’s office with the words: John L. 
Graff, ‘‘Southwest corner Olive and Sarah 
streets. It aleo appears from the evidence 
that Mr. Graff isa person of good character, 
and that the deputy collector had no wrong 
intentions in filling up the bianks in the peti- 
tion after it was signed. The 
petition was accompanied by tne letters of 
three other persons who requested 
the Collector to issue a license to Mr. Graff for 
a saloon at No. 4100 Olive street. Our appel- 
late courts have repeatediy held that the 
right to keep a dramshop is nota legal right, 
but a municipal priviiege. Inthecity of St. 
Louis the City Collector may confer the privi- 
lege upon any verson of good character or on 
written application therefor and compliance 
by 

THE APPLICANT 

with the conditions required bylaw. Among 
the most important of these conditions is the 
requirement that the —— must 
Wa! in writing’’ an state spe- 
cifically where the dramshop is to be kept. 
The object of the requirement is to inform the 
tax-paying citizens of the block who sign the 
request for a license (and all others who may 
be interested in the matter) who is to main- 
tain the saloon and in what block and build- 
ing it is to be located. Ifthesigning of a 
mere blank form were sufficient it would en- 
able a designing person to perpetrate a fraud, 
both upon the collector and the signers, by 
fiiling in the spaces after the petition is 
signed withthe name of an improper char 

acter, and the saloon might be located at an 
entirely different place than the one 
contemplated by the assessed tax. 
8 citizens of the block- 

Vhen the application is made in the proper 
form and signed by the applicant and a ma- 
jority of the tax- paying citizens of the block, 
the question as to the propriety of granting or 
refusing a license is wholly within the discre- 
tion of the collector and the court ought not 
and would not interfere inthe matter. In my 
opinion, however, the application filed by 

r. Graff with the Collector is fatally 
defective in at least three particulars. 
It is not signed the applicant 
and does not state ‘‘specifically’’ where or 

whom the dram-shop is to be kept. 
one of the signers were present when 
the blank space over their signatures were 
filled in, nor did they, or any of them, autho- 
rige any one todoso. It is not therefor, in 
my judgment such an application as is con- 
templated by law. Other points are urged 
by piaintiff which in view of the conclusion 
arrived at, it will be necessaryto examine. 

The defendentcontends thatthe court has 
no jurisdiction over the subject matter of 
this action and that the injunction should 
therefor, be dissolved. testimony of 
the collector shows that an examination as to 
number of assessed tax-paying 
citizens in block No. 3911 was 
made under his direction and that he was 
satisfied from the reports made to him by one 
of his deputies thata majority of them had 
signed the application. ut his conclusion is 
not borne out by the evidence produced at the 
trial. It the functions of the Collector of 
dram-shop licenses were judicial in their 
nature the defendant’s position as to'a want 
of jurisdiction might be well taken. But the 
duties of the defendant, under the law, are 
are ministerial. It is well settled both in 

is State and elsewhere that a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction is fully authorized 
and empowered to enjoin a public (minister- 
ial) officer, who is proceeding or about to 
proceed illegally and improperly under a 
claim of right to commit an act likely to result 
in a publie injury. The motion to dissolve the 
injunction will, therefore, be overruled and 
the defendant, as such collector, will be per- 
petually restrained and enjoined from issuing 
a license to John L. Graff for a dramshop at 
the southwest corner of Olive and Sarah 
streets under the application filed in this case.

in the meantime intruding upon those 
lands will be prohibited from entering 
them after they become subject to entry. 

This proclamation therefore only names 
April 22 as the day when the Oklahoma 
tract of 1,887,000 acres may be entered, 
that being the only land at present ina 
condition to be declared open for settle- 
ment. 

The provisions regulating the entry of 
lands under this proclamation place all 
lands opened for settlement in the Indian 
Territory under the existing homestead 
laws, limiting the acquisition of lands to 
actual settlers, no entry to exceed a quar- 
ter section. No other mode of acquisition 
is permitted except that the rights of 
honorably discharged soldiers and sailors 
of the late civil war, as defined and de- 
scribed in sections 2504 and 2305 of the Re- 
vised Statues, are recognized. 

It is evident that the small tract to be 
opened by this proclamation will hardly 
be a mouthful, and that the negotiations 
looking to the opening of the rest of the 
unoccupied portions of the Territory will 
be of uncertain duration and result. 


Jacksonian Justice. 

From the Philadelphia Record. 

The Kentucky Judge who adjourned his 
Court, and, putting himself at the head of a 
posse of determined men, arrested a gang of 
desperadoes who had defied the Sheriff, may 
not de a Daniel come to judgment, but he 
is a worthy successor of Andrew Jackson. 
When Jackson was appointed Judge of acourt 
in Tennessee his authority was similarly de- 
fied by a desperate character, who, rifie ia 
hand, dared the Sheriff to bring him in. 
Jackson told the Sheriff that he could sum- 
mon a posse to assist him. The Sheriff at once 
acted upon the suggestion, and the first man 
he called upon was Jackson himself. This 
was an unexpected movement, but Old Hick- 
ory, never wanting in nerve, told the Sheriff 
that if he had to make the arrest he would go 
alone. Cocking his pistol, but keeping itin 
his pocket, the Judge walked out of the court 
and up to the defiant bully; but, instead of 
expostulating with bim, he suddenly thrust 
the pistol in his face, and, swearing a big 
oath, disarmed him, marched bim into court, 
tried him, convicted him, and hanged him the 
same day! It needs a littie Jacksonian justice 
to straighten out the tanglesin criminal pro- 
cedure in some of the Kentucky courts.

Biographical Sketch of John Bright. 


John Bright, son of Jacob Bright was born 
at Greenbank, near Rochdale, in Lancaster, 
on November 16, 1611, descending from a 
famfly of eturdy Quakers. His earnestness, 
common-sense estimate of every question, 
and his marked faculty for impressing tbe 


common people with homely arguments, have 
been widely attributed to his Quaker training 
and —— ofearly manners. He was in 

art educated at Ackwortb, a well-known 

riends’ school, and later went to school at 
In Februery, 1627, when a 
little more than 15 years old, he entered his 
father’s extensive woolen and carpet manu- 
factory, which bad been established by the 
great orator’s randfather. This avoca- 
tion, however, be soon abandoned, and 
entered public life soon after by 
speaking at a temperance meeting held tn the 
vicinity of his home. In 18338 young Bright 
visited the Continent and traveled quite ex 
tensively through France, Germany and thea 
East, this trip contributing the material for 
several lectures on his return. 

NATIONAL EDUCATION. 

When the question of national education 
came before the public in 1835, Mr. Bright took 
a warm interest in the movement, and was 
first brought into contact with Richard Cobden 
of Manchester. 
At first the work of Bright and Cobden was 
directed to the extension of primary educa- 
tion. Neither was an original member of the 
Anti-Corn-Law Association, formed at Man- 
chester in 1838; but when, at Cobden’s sug- 

estion, the association was changed into the 
National Anti-Corn-Law League, Mr. Bright's 
name was second on the list of the committee, 
and he and his father, Jacob Bright, con- 
tributed to the fund. In 1841, at Cobden’s in- 
vitation Bright entered the struggle against 
the corn laws, which first brought him prom!i- 
nently beforethe public. He attacked the 
problem on moral rather than on political 
grounds. 

On the 7th of August, 1838, John Bright de- 
livered his first speech in Parliament, he hav- 
ing been elected asa representative of Dur® 
bam, and his work atthat time was atly 
instrumental in the repeal of the obnoxious 
corn laws. 

THE PEACE CONGRESS. 

Mr. Bright shared with Cobden the abhor- 
rence of war which led to the Peace Con- 
gresses of that time. He also opposed the de- 
mand for increased armaments which followed 
the coup de etat of 1852 in France. When En- 
gland drifted into war with Russia, Mr. Bright 
* the Covernment and his own con- 
stituents, and in 1865 he made some memor- 
able speeches against the continuance of the 
war. In 1856 he retired from Parliament, but 
was returned by Birmingham in August, 1857, 

While actively at work in favor of the ex- 
tension of the franchise, the Civil War in this 
country divided Engiand. John Bright was 
conspicuous in support of the Union, though 
his own business and that of the whole cotton 
manufacturing districts suffered terribly. As 
a member of the Society of Friends it was no 
surprise to find him standing like a rock upon 
the side of the North. On May 8, 1861, Lord 
John Russell announced in the House vf Com- 
mons that, after consulting the law officers of 
the Crown, the Government were of the opin- 
ion that the Southern Confederacy of America 
must be recognized as a belligerent power, and 
on the 18th there appeared a prociamation of 
neutrality. Mr. Bright first spoke publicly on 
the subject at a meeting of his townsmen at 
Rochdale on August 1. 

No man, he said, ‘I! 
peace than I am; no man has denounced war 
more than I have, probably, in this country ; 
few men in their public life have suffere 
more obloquy—I had almost said more indig- 
nity—in consequence of it. ButI cannot for 
the life of me see, upon any of those princi- 
ples upon which States are governed now—I 
say nothing of the literal word of the New 
Testament—I cannot see how the state of af- 
fairs in America, with regard to the United 
States Government, could have been different 
from what it is at this moment.

CHICAGO, III., March 27.—A local paper saya: 
The impression bas heretofore prevailed th 
since the adoption of the interstate comme 
law all pooling between railroads has 


abandoned. It transpires, however, th 
pooling is still being practiced by the road 
between Chicago and Omaha, covering all tlie 
freight traffic between these points. The 
arrangement was made between the General 
1 ofthe various roads immediately 
after the adoption of the Interstate law, and 
great precautions were taken to prevent the 
matter from leaking ont.

THE CONSERVA WRECE. 


General Belief That Hippolyte’s Ship Was 
the Ill- Fated Vessel. 
By Telegrar? to the Post-DisPatou. 

New York, March 27.—There is little doubt 
now that the ill-fated ship which strewed the 
coast of West Virginia with the wreckage of 
her timbers on Sunday, was the Conserva. 
Henry R. Kunhardt who fitted out the Con- 
serva for her cruise south, said: 

„That one of our boats is afloat does not 

convince me that the Conserva has foundered 
She no doubt ran intoa heavy gale and the 
boat was washed away. No, the theory 
ofan explosion is nonsense. No dynamite 
bombs were smuggied into the hold, neither 
did she carry any powder or firearms. She was 
perfectly seaworthy, and if she has met with 
any accident I can only account for it by a col- 
lision.’’ 

In opposition to Mr. Kunhardt’s statement 
that the Conserva was in fine condition when 
she left this city,an engineer who was en- 
gaged for the trip swears that such 
was not the case, He was promised 
$50, he says, for the run to San Do- 
mingo. On Wednesday afternoon at 4 o’clock 
the vessel left the Atiantic basin in tow of the 
Dalzeli, and was pulled down tothe Lower 
Quarantine, when he found that ber boilers 
were leaking and in bad condition. 

„J told Tinkham, the Chief Engineer,’’ he 
said yesterday, that the boat was not fit for 
sea, and insisted on being put onshore. I 
got on the tug and during the night a 
heavy storm dier up. It was too 
rough for the tug to venture out 


to sea and it was in that storm that tne Con- 
serva started. Even before she left smooth 
water ber bull had begun to leak about the 
bulge, and her donkey pump, with forty 
pounds of steam on, was at work. 

AN aCRE OF WRECKAGE. 

Capt. Perry reported yesterday that while 
twenty-five miles off the coast just north ot 
Hatteras he sighted a mass of wreckage cov- 
cring nearly an acre. The Yedman- 
dale, concernin which much anzie y 
has deen felt for the past two days, 
was towed into Newport News Monday, in a 
disabled condition by the ocean steam tug 
Effective. The Nauticoke ut of Fortress 
Monroe on March 22 und could not have been 
wrecked off Charies during that day or night. 
This, of course, destroys the theory that the 
upturned launch may have been the Nanti- 


! oke and strengthens the conciusion that the 


Conserva has foundered. The Conserva had 
twenty-seven souls on board. Her crew 
was composed entirely of Southern bank 
breeds and Malays. The fireman was a West 
Indian, and he, as well as all his fellow-sea- 
men, was bronzed and had dark hair. The 
two bodies picked up by the Colorado, and 
the dead men sighted by Vasco Dagama, all 
answer this description. Capt. John Heur 

Ankers, who has had a long an 

somewhat checkered career in West Indian 
waters, commanded the ship. The other 
officers were: First Mate, Joseph Sherwood; 
Second Mate, John McOarthy. Chief Engineer, 
Charies Tinkham of Brooklyn; First Assistant 
Engineer, Charles St. Clair; Second Assistant 
Engineer, Charles Velden. Cari Kunhardt of 
New York was also on board. Besides being 
an expert yachtsman,be is the author of many 
works on that sport, among them the well 
known brochure called ‘‘American Yachts 
and Yachtsmen.’’ 


Mr. Kunhardt Cenfident. 


NEw Tonk, March 27.—Notwithstanding the 
fact that the loss of the Conserva is largely 
accepted as established among shipping men 
here, Mr. Henry Kunhardt, whose cousin, 


Carl Kunbardt, was a passenger on board, is 
as confident to-day as yesterday that the Con- 
serva has not foundered. He says that he 
believes she must have collided with 
some vessel and that such a collision would do 
ber little harm because she is like a battering 
ram, and would cut through another steamer 
almost unscathed. He advances the follow- 
ing theory in explanation of the finding of the 
Oonserva’s boats: 

It the Conserva had collided with any ves- 
sel she would have immediately lowered her 
boats to save the sinking crew. The sea 
must have been very high at the 
time and the Conserva, seeing they could do 
nothing with the boats, may have allowed 
them to drift. Mr. Kunhbardt thinks there 
must have been more than one vessel lost, 

udging from the amount of wreckage 
ound, and from the fact that the chairs and 
sofas found were painted white, he believes 
them to have been the Nanticoke’s rather 
than the Conserva’s, which were painted in 
colors. Heisconfidentof the Conserva yet 
reaching port.

RICHARD DENNIS LANCASTER 
was uppointed Surveyor of the Port of St. 
Louis, to succeed Charles M. Whitney, in the 
spring of 1885, by President Cleveland, at the 
solicitation of his personal friend, Senator Vest. 
John M. Glover, then Congressman from the 
Ninth Missouri District, violently opposed Mr. 
Lancaster’s appointment and when the ap- 
— was sent in to the Senate, fought 
he confirmation bitterly. The charges he then 
made were such as to hold up the 
nomination for a long time. When 
it was finally confirmed Mr. Lancaster paid 
no further attention to the charges Mr. Glover 
bad preferred until the demand for his re- 
moval from the office of Surveyor extended 
from the City of St. Louis all over the coun- 
try. Then, in the spring of 1888, Mr. 
Lancaster sued r. Glover and 
the PosT-DIsPaTCcH separately, asking 
in each case $160,000 damages for libel. The 
case against Mr. Glover was tried in the latter 
part of May and the first part of June last 
year, terminating with a verdict in Mr. Lan- 
caster’s favor for 10 cents damages on

lariy from Denver. Riekard was 
a roomer at the house, and was very attentive 
to Mrs. Wilson. In fact he ordered her about 
as if it were his privilege to do so, and he car- 
ried her photograph in his pocket, and was 
wont to boastfully declare to acquaintances 
that he was criminally intimate with her, and 
never paid any board at the bouse. She was 
a rather fine-looking woman, 35 or 40 years of 
age. Rickard, or as he was usually known, 
Rickert, was a small, stout man with a face 


on him like a Berkshire pig. He was very 
boastful, but withal had a species of low cun- 
ning about him. 

ON THE NIGHT OF THE SHOOTING 
November 24, 1880, he entered John Annelli’s 
saloon on the corner of Seventh and 98 
streets and took several drinks. He to 
Annelli that he was going to a ball that n tent 
and might have some trouble, so asked the 
saloon-keeper to lend him his revolver. An- 
nelli did so, and procuring a bottle of 
whisky, whieh he placed in his —"

RACE PREJUDICE. 


The Straus Incident in the Manhattan Clab 
of New York. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New YorE, March 27.—Isador Straus, whose 
brother Oscar, the United States Minister to 
Turkey, was blackballed at the recent Man- 
battan Club election, attributes the defeat of 
bis brother’s application of membership toa 
sudden stirring up in the club of a prejudice 
against Hebrews. Isador and Nathan Straus, 
brothers of Oscar, are members of the club and 


the membership rolls show the names of 
many others of their race. Ali three of the 
brothers are members of the firm of L. Straus 
& Sons, one of the largest crockery houses in 
the world. In conversation with a reporter 
yesterday Isador Straus expressed his sur- 
prise that so prominent a man as his brother 
should have been selected as a victim of race 
prejudice, especially as he was extremely 
popular among hristians as well as 
among the Hebrews. He thought the action 
taken was more of a refiection upon the club 
than upon Mr. Straus. As United States 
Minister to Turkey Mr. Straus had rendered 
services ofsuch a nature as to secure the 
hearty commendation of the orthodox press 
of the country. 

Another member said yesterday in refer- 
ence to the matter: ‘‘The wholething is just 
bere. We have been taking in a number of 
Hebrews of late years against whom no fault 
at all could be found. Butafew men of the 
race haye crept in who, unfortunately, 
have made themselves disagreeable to some 
of the younger members. This naturally has 
aroused some prejudice. Itis quite an easy 
matter for a few members ofa club to exclude 
any applicant, and t two or more may have 
made up their minds that they wanted no more 
Hebrews in the club, why that would settle it, 
for two dissenting votes means exclusion. 
Personally, 1 know nothing against Mr. 
Straus. 


A YOUTH’S CRIMINAL CAREER,

The 
Oneida came up to the city about? p. m. and 
was met by an undertaker who at once em- 
balmed the body and placed it in a casket. 
The party left here last night for New York by 
a special train dy the Atlantic Coast line.
